tended. Notwithstanding this arrangement, 
a considerable party devoted to France and 
their country remained in Corsica, who en.

We extract the following letter from a 
Morning Paper :—= . 

Paris. Jury 4.— We are in a state of agi. 
tation, not knowing what is to becorne of us. 
Every day the discontent iucreases. It was 
hoped that the Bourbons in theie return, to 
Frânce, would hare brought with them large 
and liberal views, that their stay iu England 
would have made them forget their former 
notions and have extended their ideas, and 
that misfortune would have reformed then. 
It is observed, however, with pain, that they 
acc Dow what tbey were 25 ycars since, and 
persuaded that France remains the same, they 
wish to govern her not as she is, but as she 
was, ‚ ‘This is thecause of all the discoutent and 
irritation. ‘They do uot content themselves 
with taking an account vf all the changes 
which have taken place in òur man 
ners, in our habits, ia our opinious, 
but. they “wish to make these changes 
in each of usa crime, Fu vain our popula- 
tion has been several times renewed, they still 
address themselves to the population of 1759. 
Doubtless we have commiuted faults, but we 
have done great things; travellers are struck 
with all the ‘monuments of our glory. The 
Bourbons alone do not perceive them, those 
moauments (strange to say) appear to theun 
deraugemgeuts. You believe, perhaps, that 
they occupy themselves here ia repairing what 
we have suifered from tyranny and the war: 
you deceise yourselves. he Cabinct of the 
Thailleries passes its time in compelling the 
Moniteur to insert acts of accusation’ agaiust 
Frenchmen who have defended their country 
against the iavasion of foreigners. -Do uot 
give credit to the falsechoods which give pre. 
tended abjuratioas of men whom opinion 


„would place at the head of the Govermnent of 


France. ‘The author of the Ictter in the Coue 
rier, of the 22d of June, is assuredìy much 
Misinformed, when he gives vut that Fouche, 
Duke of Otranto, is quite disposed to modify 
his opinions.— Those who huuw him know 
that he is incagable of any pusitlanimous trau. 
Sactions; his principles aud opinions are in. 
flexible, because he velieves that-liberty cau 
exist under a Muoarchy as well as under a 
Republic. Having had the courage to resist 
Bonaparte, who was à giant, he will not pros- 
trate himself before the Bourbons, 
only to the elerativa of his mind and to his 
talents, that the public render homage; it is 
above all the strength of his character that 
they esteem. ‘ho Duke of Otranto, from his 
habits and his manners, is inaccessible to se. 
duction. We are persuaded that the French
